Laws That Govern Oysters, Eggs and Beef- 
steaks. 
Copyrighted, 1802, by the Author. . 

Put in a test tube some white of ah egg and 
place the tube in a dish of warm water. Heat 
the water gradually over a gas flame or alco- 
hol lamp. When the temperature reaches 134 
degrees Fahrenheit it will be seen that little 
white threads hare begun to appear; continue 
the heating to 160 degrees, when the whole 
mass becomes white and firm. Now remove 
a part from the tube and test ite consistency; 
it wil) be found to be tender, soft and jelly- 
like. Replace the tube in the dish of water 
and raise the heat to 200 degrees. Then take 
out a little more and test again; it will be 
found hard, close-grained and sewewhat tough; 
continue the beating, when it will be seen that’

ture, until at 212 degrees Fahrenheit, the boil- 
ing point of water, it is a firm conipact—solid.

and chlorine. Yet, no one with faintest con- 
ception their: properties would have the 
temerity to recommend the indiscriminate 
addition of these deadly drugs to drinking 
water because, forsooth, they are germicides. 

Alum is not, by any means, an innocent 
remedy. It is capable of far-reaching and 
profound evil, and I fear the heavy editorial 
in your influential journal’ may make mis- 
chief by misguiding the uninformed and the 
unwary. 

The corrosive influence of a solution of alum 

4s not Himited.to erganic matter with which it 
may be brought in contact. It is slowly, 
perhaps, but surely destructive to wrought 
iron, as well, and thus by its corrosive power 
it becomes indirectly @ menace to human 
life, 
- Our system of filtration does not contem- 
plate the presence of alum im the filtered 
‘water. If it did the system should be con- 
demned and its use absolutely prohibited. 
Theoretically, the alum used for clarifying the 
water is left with the coagula in the filter 
beds, and none passes. over for. distriubtion 
with the filtered water. Practically, this 
total separation is not always accomplished, 
and, I fear the appreciable presence of alum 
in the water we drink shows that an excess 
is sdimetimes supplied. 

You are doubtless aware that fish cannot 
live in our filtered water, whereas they abound 
in the unfiltered reservoir, and this circum- 
stance is. not explained by the absence of 
nutrient material in the clear water. 

I, myself, drink the city water. I have 
used it exclusively in my family for several 
years. In common with many of our citi- 
zens, it is the best that I can do, and this 
fact—this enforced. use of the public water 
supply upon the part of a large proportion of 
our people—explains the anxiety frequently 
expressed by the board of héalth on account 
of what has seemed to be the unnecessary, if 
not the ungoverned and even the reckless use 
of alum, 

I trust, however, that the water commis- 
sioners duly appreciate the weighty responsil- 
bility which rests upon them in this partic- 
ular, and that in the magnificent new works, 
if the same system of filtration ia ‘adopted, 
every proper precaution willbe taken to guard 
‘against the untoward experience and the 
errors of the past. 

I have somewhat reluctantly ventured to 
sound this modest note of warning, not for 
any public purpose, but to show—if you will 
allow the suggestion, and are willing generous- 
ly. to accept my» conclusions—how easily an 
able editor may be led astray when he essays 
to wander in unfamiliar oe; of knowledge.

Some of the English mewspapers are 
discussing the scholar in politics, and the 
weight of opinion seems to be that he 
is “not in it.” 


There is no reason, says one writer, for: 


supposing that a knowledge of the clas- 
sics or higher mathematics will help. a 
man to political success, “any more than 
a pretty taste in blue China.” Men learn 
lots of theories at college, and afterwariis 
find out that they amount to nothing 
when they antagonize actual facts. They 
go into politics believing that certain sczi- 
entific precepts and precedents govern af- 
fairs. They apply their scholarship, and 
the voters ‘discredit their theories and 
show the utmost indifference to authori- 
ties of time-honored standing. The real 
conditions are different from the ideal 
conditions studied at.college. Muman 
nature looms up as a force in politics, 
and if the scholar does not understand 
it. he gets left. Discussing this question, 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: 

It will not do to say that this isnplies the 
absence of proper opportunity for 4ntellect to 
make itself felt. The trouble is that the in- 
tellect which the scholar brings to. bear in the 
case is of the kind defined by the latest dic- 
tionary as “‘the sum of all the cognitive fac- 
ulties except sense.” He has theories and 
statistica in plenty at his tongue’s end, but 
no practical knowledge. The men who lack 
his scholastic proficiency, and yet manage to 
excel him, are acquainted with the details of 
the’ work in whith they are engaged: ‘They 
have studied current events and living people 
more than books, and the result is that they 
subordinate abstract ideas to concrete and 
material facts. Their methods are adapted 
to the conditions that really exist, and not to 
imaginary factors and occasions. They are 
men of intellect, as much “as if they were 
_graduates of the "pest colleges, only their fac-. 
ultiég are not drilled to ideal uses. We know 
Tey are capable of performing the highest 
service, in spite of their lack of classical ed+ 
Beation. The greatest man of modern times 
.eAbrawam Tdncoln-was one of them; and 


‘there:are numerous ether examples in our his- 


tory. They are men who never make the 
mistake of thinking that they pre in another 
world than that of actual life. The people 
are pleased with them and led by them be- 
cause they are experts in the art of molding 
circumstances to systematic and advantageous 
conclusions. They do not lgok upon politics 
as a science, strictly Speaking; but ‘they 
achieve success, nevertheless, and that is the 
true test of merit, after all, for systems as 
well as for individuals. — 

It. is unnecessary to throw a cloud of 
words over the subject. Intelligence 
wins in politics as in other fields It is 
more successful, without education, than 
education, without intelligence, can ever 
hope to be, The scholar who is naturally 
intelligent and practical is. never in the 
background. Mr. Gladstene, for in- 
stance, has never found His scholarship 
# disadvantage, and in this country we 
have had a long array of statesmen who 
could have filled prof¢ssorships in col- 
leges. Nine times out of ten, when a 
man claims that his scholarship has caus- 
ed him to fail in politics, or in business, 
it will be found that he is deficient in 
intelligence or in industry. This is all 
there is in it.
